Yes, indeed, something wenl 
wrong in the "Programming of 
Ron Kovic. " the honesi-to-good- 
ness story, co-stamng an interna- 
tiojially asaembted cast of thou- 
sands. that begon its run in the 
fïoodlights of iifea eenterstage on 
Juty4.1946, in Massapoqua, Long 
ïsland 

tl was a tragic, unforeseen 
accident Ihat look place ïn his 
2Islconsecutive vear, in 1986, nn 
accident thai tooit place just when 
the Program looked like it was 
aboul to caplure another foreign 
market. ihis tinne in Vietnam. 

And nnw, as a result of that 
trreparable, nerve-shattering ac¬ 
cident. 12 years later, Knvic. ihe 
main subject ïn the Program- 
ming of ..." has tumed to 
confront bolh the producer and 
the direcior, fighting this time to 
caplure the at ten Li on of their 
:mman souls in an attempt to 
make them whole.

Slf OCKED CON TENTIOM 

Millions may remember seeing 
Ron Knvic as the flack-jacketed, 
wheukhair-eunfined man who 

shockt d the fun-tïlled festivities 
al the 1970 Democratie National 
Convention in New York, when he 
gave a stirring ' Pull Arnnesly 
NuwT' seconding speech in draft 
fvader's Friu Kfaw s symbolic 
htd for the Vke Prcsidency r . 

Stil] nthers inay remember 
Kovic as one of tliree handï- 
capped Vietnam veterans who 
horrifit d the ernwd fit the 1972 
Republkan National Convention 
in Miamï. shouting. "Stop the 
bombing;Stop the war.” as Nkon 
Iw.^gan I iï acceptance speech. 

Othern nvay remember seeing 
Kovk cmelly dumped from bis 
whtn Ichair, and bruin)|y stompéd 
»nd arrested by plainclothea 
mernbf rs of the l^is Angdes 
PoHce Department in a West 
f rrd-L protest earlier that game 
year. 


VVhile the crippling hullet 
wound was a cause for remorso 
and dospair. what first gol Kovic 
starled ulong the winding rood Lo 
Progressive politics was the .sh&b- 
by. dehumanizing treatment he 
recoived at the Veterans Admin- 
istralion (V.A.) hospitals once he 
rcturned lo the States. 

Kovic's depressing porlrayal of 
the twisted bodies burenucratical- 
ly liried up in the hospital corridor 
for their morning enemas — The 
Sïx O’Clock Special * 1 — and 

shnwers - ‘ acarwash** - make 
the reader wince with empathy. 

His descriptions of hoving to 
throw bread on the radiator to 
foed the rats - "U's a lot better 
than hoving the baslnrds nibble 
at yoijr toes during the nighl h — 
is enraging. 

TtTi a madhouse,” Kovic 
wrium, "it's a crazy house, it's a 
wild zoo, and wo're the animols, 
we>o the animale uil neolly 
tucked into these bedw, waking up 
every morning puking at the 
green waïl and amelling urine on 
the floor, We're hurting and 
we re praying tluit we can get out 
ef Lhia place. Somebody, givo us 
back uur bodies!” 


Slowly, guing through the 
depressions and attumpts to 
escape and adjuat, Kovic begitis 
to realize the truth behind the 
American "rah-rah” facade. 

T füugiif in Vietnam and Tve 
gol a righl to he trealed deccnt- 
ly,” he screams in the V.A. 
hospital upon a return trip. 

“Vietnam don l mean nothin' 
to me or ony of these other 
people, a hospital aide spits 
back. "You can take your Viet¬ 
nam and shove il upymjr ass.” 

Then came Kent State, and 
Kovic' s lïrst participutioh m an 
anU-WAt protest demonslration, 
the 1970 March on Washington 
where D.C police beat severat 
himdred pretesters al the Wash¬ 
ington Monument reflecting pool. 

Helocating in California, Kovic 
seoks out the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War (VVAW) group, 
who providc him with a frïend- 
ship he hasn'L feil since he was on 
the front lines. 

The group also provides Kovic 
with an organized opportunity to 
speak out against the w-ar: Tm 
on example of the war. Look at 
me. Do vou want,your soos to look 
likethis? ” 

The arrests, his unsuccessfiij 
relations wdth women, and the 
cmgoing straiii of coming to gnps 
with hïs new reality, deepens his 
politica! awaroness to the point 
where Iwrking aboul him3elf as 
‘he 'b Kovic realïzes: ”He had 
been bom on the Fourth of July, 
he had been Iheir Yankee Doodle 
Dandy, their all-American boy, 
He had given tliern almost his 
whole betng in the war and now. 
after all ihat, ihey weren'i 
salisfted with throe-quarters be- 
ing gone, they wantod to take the 
rest of him. R was crazy but he 
knew thal's w-hat ihey Vi'anUïd, 
They tvanLed bis heod and hls 
niind, the nu.nb legs and ihe 
wheelchair, they wanteti every- 
thïng. 11 had all been one big dlrty 
Lrick and he didn'l know what to 
thinkanymore, All he had tried to 
do was teil the truth aboul the 
war, But now he just wanted it to 
be quieL. in hr where they 
werenTcursïng ut him andbeating 
him and jailing him.

(Washington* D.C.] - Essen 
tiolly stat ing thot the federal

Thc Supreme Court and the federat gorernment have denied pc 
women the right to fedcraliy funded abortions, 


mine the lives of poor people, 
white allowing the rich lo mako 
thosc decisiorts for themsêlves. 
President Carter acknowledged 
here récently that his position 
against federal aid for abortions 
is dl&criminau>ry against women 
who cannol nfford them. 

Saying ihat much of Ufe is 
unfair. Carter eommenied thai it 
was nol the duty of the govem- 
ment to make opportunities 
equEil, particularly when a "moral 
factor" is involved. 

In his nationaJly lelevised news 
conference. Carter reafflrmed his 
support óf the Suprème Court 
dedsion ihut States w r ere not 
required to spend federal Medi- 
Cflid funds for eléCtive abortions. 

When asked "how- fair" he 
beliéved it wkis "that womén w-ho 
uan af ford to gut an abortïon cao 
go ahead and have one and wom¬ 
en who ennuot are excluded from 
ihis.'' Carter responded: 

'Wdl, as ynu know. there are 
tnuny iJdngs in lifó that are not 
fair, thut wealthy people can 


afford and poor people can‘t 
"Bul I don i believe that the 
federol governmenl should laké 
act jon to try to make these 
opjïürtunïties éxactly equal, par- 
ticularly when there is li moral 
factor involved." 

Reporis indicate that the Carter 
uiiminbtrnlion is somewhat split 
over the President’s stand» which 
diffeis from bis campaign [wsi- 
tion that while he personaJIy 
opposed ,-ib<>rtion, he support^ 
the Suprème Court dtvision leav- 


ing the matter to the dberetinn of 
a woman and her doctor.

therefore, I feel that this is where f belong. Tm 
happy to be where I ought to be and where Vm 
uUhnateiy happiest, nmong family and friends. 

The receptie n that I received and the werk of 
liundreds. in fael. thousands of people helpad 
me mnke ihis long journey home, lt was not 
just a journey from Cuba to the United States, 
but a journey across thrce yeara. Urn very 
gr&teful for these things, and they encourage 
me to believe that the censctousness of the 
people in this country has been raised and that 
some of the things that we starled out taUrïng 
abotil in or 11 years ago have now beconie 
reolilies and not just dreams in the minds of 
people. The people are demanding more and 
more, and, therefore, my home is a different 
and botter place in that respect 

ï can only siim up hy saying again that Tm 
glad lo be hen?. I'm ready to fight my battle in 
the coürtoxim against the false charges that 
are leveled against me. i'm ready to show 
that the roasons that ï was forced to lenve this 
counLry in 1974 had to do with a large 
machinery being set again st me and my Party. 
I'm ready to win n victory, not just for myself 
but for the people, in the sense that we have 
the right to know what kind of machinations 
the govemment is using against us and we 
have the right Lo get rid of them. Hopefully, 
through my case, I will win nol only an 
individual victory for myself and the Party but 
a victory for the people. 

I'mboking forward to these things then, and 
after we have won that victory, which I feel 


co nf idem thnt we are in a position to do, l wijl 
devote my en tl re time to working for and with 
the people of this country. This is the reason 
that I have retumetf, and this is the reason that 
I'm glad I have returned.

Q: What die! you think about the w r eJcome 
your received at the airport and the reception 
at the Dokland Community beaming Center 
following your release? 

HXTEY: As I have indicatcd. nol only did that 
nuike me feel very good, but I recognize that 
the recepüon meanl many people were aware 
that I om not guilty of the kinds of activities I 
have been charged with.. So many people were 
not fooled as inayhe would have been fooled 10 
years ago by the pubïidty and rumors that 
have been put out against me and against our 
Party, it made me know that there is a lot of 
hope. 1 have a revolutionary hope and a 
revolutionary optimism about the end. thnt is 
to say that the people will uUimately be 
victoHous The demonstraiion at the airport 
and the de monstra tion at our Leaming Center 
were a concrete way of observing and know ing 
thnt the people are perhapsmórêconsciousnow' 
than ever, 

Ofcourse, it was also good to see old friends 
and family mombers that I had not seen for 
three years. Jl made me very happy for us to be 
reunitéd and for us to be standing togoth er on ce 
again in love and in iriendship, close to each 
other, oble to exchange ideas in the future. I 
snw so mnny children who are so different now 
than three years ago, who have grown and 
developed so beautifully. They reprosent so 
much more hope bevond the trial that ï am 
about to engage in and boy etui all the other 
activities that we’re Lnvolved w ith because they 
are the hope for the future. I saw that ibey 
have btossomed 90beautifuliy alreudy and that 
made me foei very wurm. 


ïé was very good to see my comrades. 
brothers and sisters in the Black Pantber 
Party, wbom I have missed and whom J am 
looking forward to going forw ard with on u 
day-to*day basis in active work, in our Survival 
Programs and our programs for service to the 
people. 

That recept ion and those demon strations 
were demon strations of love, not just for me 
but of our mutual love for each other and the 
ultimate victory of the people. 

Q: Spe&king of the welcome at the airport. at 
that time you cited an agenda of working 
toward full employment, decent housing and 
improving Health care needs. Since then r you 
were quoted as ssying in an interview’ that full 
employment. not socialism. is the number one 
p rtorit y for the American people, Could you 
explain what you mean by that? 

HUEYr Thai wasn't exactly vrhat I had said, 
l said that white this is a ca pi la Eist society, l 
believe that full employment is possiblo undèr 
the circumstances in which we live. The big 
busïnesses will have to begin to — and can — 
accommodate the unetnpfoyed people of this 
country. It is an absolute prerequisite for anv 
kind of serieus sociaJ change that everyone É 
have employment, and that is possible w ithoul 
changing stmcturè, without chonging ftom 
capitalism lo ^scialism t that is. Even though ï 
have just left a country where everyone is foïly 
employed and where employment b not 3 
problem — 3 socialist country -- I voeogniie 
that Ln iho United Slates, in Üiis captlalirt 
country, it is possiblo for full employ ment to be 
an issue

to bt* emplüvtd, whkh they have the ability to 
do, and alïo for the large unions, who vety 
oftea werk bajidin-hand with the large 
captialist eorporaüens, to begin lo lower their 
deroaiids for high wages and demand thal 
more people be employed; begin to engagc in 
the s haring of work so thal every human being 
cm al least have sotne kind of wage by whtch 
théy live out their existence. 

Of coursc. this program goes hand-in-Hand 
w:th decent bousing and decent medicai care 
as »el] as all the other immediate social 
probïema that face the poor in this country 
which are outhned in our Ten Point Platform 
and Programl — nol only the problems of 
decent housing and adequate medicai care, but 
problems of mjusüces in the courts. tow-quab 
iiy education and others. These are the ills 
which our Survival Programs, of whkh there 
are 90me 48, attempt to attack, not otily 
directly by serving a number of people, bul 
aiso mdirectly, by showing people that U is 
very possible tot every human being to receive 
the benefit'! of society and for no one to be 
denïed Our Survival Programs reach out and 
attempt to serve that dual purpose.

city. We believe that if continue to move in this 
direcliün, where we can work toward obtaining 
jobs by various maneuvers and activities, we can 
demonstrate in one city, for example, that it is 
possible for every single employable person to 
be empïüyèd, 1 

Whai I mean by unemployable is « peraon 
who is totally incapable of working at any job, 
and that really doesn't roean very many 
people, Kor example , our program for disabled 
people demonstrates Ihat even people who are 
physically handicapp^d oretcapable of engag- 
ing in sottic' kind of meaningful aclivity and 
being paid a reasonable wage for that activity. 

lt s almost im possible to talk about an 
unemployable person. For the many people 
who are umkilled and unable to get jobs at this 
moment, we will show that training programs 
can be qukkly developed lo enter ihem into the 
workforce, There really isn’t any excuse — 
other Lhan the excuse of not wariting to pay 
fairly for workers, or big unions who want to 
use racism nnd other taclics to keep a lot of 
people out of work . 

YÓUTH EMPLÜTMENT 

We intend to stress youth employment, of 
course. because this b the largest sector of 
unemployed people; so thal each person cem 
lift his or her spirits and begin to feel like a 
dïgniFied peraon, nol ha ving lo beg or end up 
groveling like snme 3.500 people reccntly did 
in New York City — being forced lo the point of 
taking goods and materials that ihey have 
needed and desïred nll this time, those 
mate hals that have been para ried before ihem 
Uke a carrot on a stick. We intend to create the 
condïlkins where o human being feels os 
though he or sho hös earned the rïght to walk 
wïthdignity. 

We think that this is jusl the first lovol of 
changing and bringing into the forefront all the 
fKipulaiion Thon there are other steps that will 
Ik - taken to orgonize Lhose people once they 
bocome workers, 

In rj round nbout way I ve answered your 
qo«^;tion but. in ^hort, fuif employment is 
possible in a capiUlist society, especially here 
in ihf United States, and we intend to force

statement ihat you would not be intimidated by 
the contract pul on your life by drug dealers 
rmd would continue to fighi heroin abuse in the 
commumty. How will you go aboul dotng thnl? 

HUEY: I cannol be inlimidEited because 1 
have given my life to the people. 

Certalnly the trafficking of heroin, partteu- 
larly, is one of the greatest dissipating factors 
in tho Black commumty. Thai is to say* among 
the poor, nut only Blacks but omong Chicanoa, 
Puerto Ricans and other poor people, the uso of 
heroin and the trafficking of heroin has become 
such a groot force in the commumty until 
people are totally mesmerized in this insane 
cycle. It is an evil that has to be driven out of 
our community. It is obvious that police force» 
in general have not seriously attempted to 
crush this growing evil. bul have, in fact, in 
many ways encouraged it, by either a 
lackadaisical attitude or even, in some cases, 
participation in that trafficking. 

I have called upon the new mayor of this city 
to join us in this regard because I think that as 
the elected politica! leader of the city, it is hb 
responsibiïüy to begin to set the tone for 
change. W r e can not set the tone for posïlive 
chongeamong Black, poor and working people 
in this city when w r e have our community 
rnmpanl with people who have no regard for 
life or limb when it comes lo the dollars that 
heroin offers. 

We intend to use everj' toeans available. and 
certainly our first step will be to cal) upon Lhe 
offices of the new mayor lo begin to seriously 
sel that kind of tone tn this city, to begin to 
expose the pockets of this kind of activity until 
cventufclly it has no place to go, The 
community wiïl rid itself of heroin once it 
becomes encouruged by ite loadership lo not be 
afraid and te pul forward an effort to not allow 
itself to be completely deteriornled and 
tetally disruptüd by an activity that ha» Wen 
put upon us by largo businessman nnd others 
who are not our friends, but, in fact, represent 
our enemios, 

Those people who partïcipate al a very iow 
ievfl, while they ore also Lht 1 victiras of heroin 
trafficking and the whole business of heroin 
dealing, must also begin te recognizo iheir 
winih and begin to learn how to show to their 
CONTI NU tD lï,N NKXT PA CL’ 
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conimunity Lh&L they want to be more 
respnnaible and not irre spons ible in the 
building of our communities, neighborhoods, 
our city. our state and our country, lt is just 
intolerable that horoin traffic exisia, U can be 
dt^irod up and cloaned out of this city, and we 
tertoinly intend to put out every energy we 
have to do that. 

Fssentially. i think that the way this will 
happen is that the töne wiü be set and various 
forces in the city will begin to seo that lone ia 
serious. We intend to join hands with Lsonel 
Wilsoii in working out this problem and 
ultiiiiatoly gettlng rid of it. I believe this is 
possi bk» beemise, ag&in, 1 be lieve good wijl 
iritimph over evii - and I believe that the 
penple themselves will run the dope dealers 
out of the eommunity. The people who don't 
live here don’t care about our eommunity and 
will have to remain outside and have to think of 
somothing dse evil to do, Rut they tertainly 
are not going to be tol erated coming into our 
eommunity with large quantitics of heroin to 
ruin the lives of ourchildren* tocause some of 
our youtig men and women to engage in 
aclivities that only produce profits for the very 
rich. 

Q : W hat other plans* personal or politieel, 
aithough the two are so closely connected, 
have you made while awaiüng trial? 

HUEY; Wel], J’m going to begin to settic 
myself into acüve work I've got to somewhat 
recapitulate the last threo years in terms of 
yoine of thé things that have occurred that J ve 
nol boen ablu to be made awore of. I've got to 
look over somt? of the prnblems in our pro- 
.grams ond how we can straighten them out, 
and how we can push forward ether programs. 

Personally, while you're correct in saying 
that there is very Li tl Ie difference, 1 intend to go 
back to school. I had starled at the Unïversity 
of California, Santa Crua, in the Rh*D 
program, and I intend to continue that 
program. Tm going to writc my thesis on the 
historv of the black Panlher Party. That wiü 
also serve n duid purpuse: not only i$ that 
history neoded because it ja obviously an 
important part of the history of strugglc in this 
country, but that ülso will serve as the thesis 
for my doclürül degree. 

I will continue to work on other articles, 
other books and theoretLcal works that I made 
some outtinos for while in Cuba. Of course, J 
will partidpate every day in coordinating the 
activiües of the Black Panther Party.

up for my bail was an amount thal nn average 
working individual could save in a Jifetime, or 
m many cases, even eam in an entire lifetime. 
Vet 1 w as expected to pay this bail because of 
the charges againat me — even chough the 
Constïtulion says that excessive bails will not 
be required despite the chargesagainst you. 

I am being punished and everyone who has 
such a large bail b being punished. not 
because we're being chorged with a crime bul 
because we are poor. Further, I am being 
punished while presumed innocent of the 
charges against me. lf ï had gone to jail and 
been charged witb jaywalkïng, it would be no 
different undér the Constitution than if I had 
gone to jail on the charges Leveled agaJnst me 
now; despite the fact they are false The iaw 
ailows that 1 be consïdered for my w r ord and not 
for the type of crime with w hieb 1 am charged, 
lt was a violation of the Iaw , which I wish to 
e x pose, in addition lo a vjulation of human 
rights to have to pay a penalty for merely being 
charged with a crime or with a violation of law 
I was very grateful, however. that 1 was able 
to get support from so many diversified people 
who not only supported me os an individual but 
supported the noüon of the right of a person lo 
wa]k out of jaÜ on his or her own signature. For 
example, f had the support of Congressman 
Ron Dellums; former U.S. Atïomey General 
Ramsey Clark; a very close ond old family 
friend who was my Sundsiv School teacher. 
Mrs. Odelia Browm; ALameda County Super¬ 
visor John George; and so many others* to say 
that l hftd u right* as many have a right. to an 
Ö.R, — purliruiarly, in my case to say that my 
commitment to the programs and the pt>ople 
that these programs and 1 serve is far grealer 
than any dollars that could be presented that 
they bèÜeve I am so committed to these 
programs that I would have no rea$<>n to lie to 
the very people that 1 serve, and ultimatdv

I have two children and a w + ifo T so I will settle 
m and will grow now. developing our family 
life in a moro reasonabk- way. not in exile, but 
at home. 

CJ: Why did you scok O H. releaso, ond what 
did you think of the judge s dcnial despite such 
overwhelmmg support? 

NUCY: Thé reaaon why ï soughL the right to 
be released on my own recognizance ïs 
obvinus. The whoïe question af bail \$ absurd. 
In my partkular case U's even more absurd 
because I have returned to this country. I made 
alj the necessary auihorities aware that I was 
coming böck, Now I havo come back and there 
is noparticuiar reason for me to leave. Anyone 
w-ith any logk or sonse could not imagine that I 
would come ajl this way after üo much and 
suddenly tuke Right again. The only logical and 
correct thing lo do was to soek Ö.R.; the only 
]ogical and right thing to do was to have given 
meO.R, 


More importantly, l think ihat é)erybody 
who gtws to jail shou ld be roleased on their 
own recognUanCé. A person who pledges 
dollars is not es tmstworthy as e person who 
pledges Kis or her word. 1'he bail System 
merely affects the poor and not the rich.

Q: Do you think that conditions have 
changed iir that conadousness ha$ ris en 10 the 
point of supposing you «ffl receive a fair trial? 

HUEY: l think the- quéstion of a fair trial ia a 
question of whelher it is fair in the firsl place 
that these charges have been leve led against 
me and that they still remain* The answer lo 
that is, no, these charges are unfair. 

Bui thig does nol mean that the people 
cannot create the arena ihnl wiU alkm for a fair 
trial to go on despïto the machinations of the 
govemment. Ju si as the people were duped 
intocrealmg a reactionary arena around Sacco 
and YunzcUi, the people's eyes have been 
oponed — al least in these 50 years certiiinly 
much more than then — and they can create 
that same kind of orena lo allow me to receive a 
fair trial. 

In that sense, I thmk that ultimotely a fair 
trial is possible, although it is nol probable that 
the court or the system of justice in this country 
will attempt to do that.. 

An exampie is the marmer in which the 
district attomey's office here in Alamedn 
County moved against me in the incident Ln 
Toronto* Canada. The D.A. actunlly lied in an 
effort to confuse the Canadian goverrtmeni and 
cause ihém to UlegaHy detain me according to 
their owm immigration laws, 

Return in g here, I see the district attorney 
then lies again in court, and advisea the court 
that \ yump^d baü in Canada, which l did nol 
dn, havrng made a legal arrangement to leave 
and giving proper notice to various authorities 
that I was leaving.

Q; Much ha 3 been said of the chnngés Lho 


Black Fflnther Party bas undergone in the past 
I! years. As thé founder and president of the 
Party, how do you view these changes. and 
how has the Party sunrwed these II years of 
intense attacks from al] quorters? 

HUEY: It has not been easy to survwe the 
various attacks There have been many, many 
extomal attacks, from the overt attacks of 
police guna on our offices and homes, to the 
more covert attacks of undeimming our 
finonces and Lrying to destroy thé distribution 
of our newspaper, and. this sort of thing. 

In addition, Lhere have been interna) 
conflicts and agcnL provocateurs sent in to 
destroy the Party. We have phenomenally 
survivéd — even ihough I doirit think that 
these people who designed what they believéd 
to be our destruction ever expected that we 
would survive- I think that the rcaöOn that we 
did survive, one fundamental reason is, that 
our Party isnothased upnn a fantasy or people 
being paid to do what they do, but it ia based 
on the ideology and belief of the people in the 
Party that our work is an ultimate service lo 
human beings. We have commiLted ourselves 
so much to that work that we can never let go of 
that idea. of that eonurtitment, That is certainly 
the strongest tic that can bind any people 
together. certninly the slrongest cement that 
could hold any organi?.otion together, 
IIHTKKMSOI'CHANGE 

In termfl of our cbange, I think ihal many 
things l hat we did in the past may have been 
incorrect, hul in some cases it may have been 
necessary thnt we go through snme of those 
mistakes. The changea came about primarily in 
1971 when we cietermined thoL we had 
abandoned not only the Black conununity but 
our Ten Point Platform and Program and had 
become 30 sidetracked by media rhetoric that 
we hod lost sight of our original Vision. We 
altemptcd to return to that vision so that the 
change tliat has been observed by many people 
is rcally a return to the original ideas of the 
Party as laid down in our Ten Pnint Platform 
and Program which, in essence, States that we 
want land, bread, housmg, éducation, elnth- 
ing, justlce, peace and people's control of 
modern technology 

What we mean is thnt all of the things that 
ftreoutlined in our program, that. ore necessary 
for us to li\e a decent, dignifiéd and peaceful 
life, are prerequisitéK to doing thnt We have n 
right to be able to coninnl our present and our 
future, and not to have them controlled by 
forces that wil) not act in our interest, much 
loss forces outside of ourselves, 

The changes in thé pEirty are simply a 
reeapture of what had been torn apart by 
persons tike Eldridge CJeaver and others wdio 
had captured the media' 3 uttention and 
defined the Black Panther Party as an 
organiiatïon which it never was nor intênded to 
be. 

It has taken us tl long time to demonstroie 
that in n concrete way becausé people have 
been ao overwhelmod by the sonsationaliam of 
the presa, which preforred to luik nbout

Because of media sen&atïonalism and the 
twiited rhetoric of a few indïviduaJs who 
captured the media's alten Lioti, our Party was 
defined differently It was up to us then to 
MfliJEO back the reins of the Party, as we were 
übie to do, and pui it back on the right track:

PfMform and Program. I think that the chonge 
that you soe does noL reprosent a revision. bul 
the recapture of the original vision. 

Q You said recently that the Party is a 
democratie organization with a smal! ‘d'\ 
Wh at did you menn by that? 

HUKY: I saki that we were democrats with a 
small d 1 didn t say that our Partv was a 
democratie organization because I wouldn't 
want to be mistaken for using the term 
‘democracy " in any bourgeois sense. Bul w« 
wre democrats in the sense that we believe in n 
society ruled by. for and of the people. VVhïle 
this country spouis that rhetoric. wc believe 
that that is the only way human beings can live 
in harmony in any society; that is that they act 
to güvern themselves to net in their larger 
self-interest and to acL on their own. to 
determine for themselvès what is best for 
them, ïn that sense, we are democrats, 

Q’ In response to certain groups demands 
in the past for land for Black people, you have 
sötd that it’s not a quest ion so much of land but 
a question of technology. Would you explain? 

HL'KY: Essenlially it's not a qu est ion of 
crmtrol of land, as I gee it, that is ultimately as 
important os the cnntrol of technology that can 
work the [and and make it produce in the 
inlerests of the people. In ei sitiiatinn where a 
torritüiy is iibc^ratud, w'hile we w^ould support 
the struggie of the people to Überate their 
territory. we believe that they must also have 
at their access the benefils of modem 
technology 50 that they may begin to seriGuely 
contrei their own destiny. 

MAM EXaMPLES 

The many examples that I can rite are 
so-called undertleveloped countries that have 
achieved people’s libenttion but are unoble to 
provide the basic necessities for the people and 
ultimately have been forced bock into engaging 
with the very capitaÜsts they defeated - in 
exchange for goods and necessities. 

This is not a bad thing if you understand the 
plan nbout which you are mvolved» but lt would 
be a had thing if we imagine that merely the 
securing of the land would be sufficiënt and 
that the sLruggle would be cnried at that point, 
The Cuban people, for exnmple , are in a 
position onw where it is necessary to ration 
food and vurious other goods, hut 1 believe 
they recügniise the ultimnte need for them to 
control the technology that can make the 
Cuban eountryside blossom; so that the people 
can have enough food and it won’t have to be 
rationed- 

When that plan extsts ïn the tninds of the 
leadership and in the mintte of the people, then 
it is not jusl a qüestion of merely securing 
land, It’s a question of securing alt of the 
benefils that the land can produce, And If the 
technology is not there to make the land 
produce, it's imposaibie for the people to be 
truly victorious because they can be overtaken 
ügain by those io control of the technnbgy, If 
rin oil'produdng country’ in the Middle Easl, 
for example, were to suddcnly have an 
upheaval and n revoluttonnry' tumover wutild 


without Standard or Culf, then it would he a 
question of their tinderstanding of how to 
enpropriate the technologicol toob and akills so 
that they could ultimately control the very oU 
that Is their own.' Otherwiso, if they couldn r t 
oat the oil — and 00 e can t eat oil — then they 
would be forced back into a position of stil! 
having to trade and exchange goods in the 
world from 2 position of powerfessness. 

I stil! maintain that this is a correct view but 
at this time it is «a lon^-range view + and the 
more immediate struggle for full amployment 
in this country or the liberation of territory 
eJsewhere are the struggles that we have to 
look to todüy 

Q: Does the BPP stil! subscribe to the 
philosophy of revolutionary intercommu- 
natism? 


HLfEY : Yes we do, because it is akin, of 
course, to revolutionary' internattonalism. The 
only chflïige in language is the changing of the 
word nationatism to the world communalism. 
That word is a word that wo coined to indicate 
our belief that the world is merely a colleclioti 
of dispersed communities rather than a group 
of independent and sovereigu nations, The 
countries of the world, as they are ca lied. must 
be aecuratèïy defined, because otherwdse we 
wjll lose sight of what the reaUty is and wen t 
be able to struggle agafost the very powerful 
forces that wish to crush the poor of the world. 

One deur example of that is the move on the 
part of some people to enter the multinational 
busineases and corporations into the United 
Nations, While this may seem 1 far-fetched 
idea, it ts cenainly not far from reality. In a 
study that was dope, a compprison was made 
beiween countries and corporations in temnsof 


holdings. With bolh countries compared with 
corporaticms, both beipg classified as economie 
units, this study showed that of the 100 top 
economie units in the world, 57 of them 
are corporaiions, most of them North American 
corpürptkms. 

The point is there are more curporaUemg. with 
p higher economie base than countries. 

This realjy points up that the muUinationa] 
corporations, the ïarge Xanh American 
businesses and corporations are in controJ of 
the world eeonomy, They represenl the larger 
number of group 5 with large economie 
holdings, and. therefore, the abifity to 
purchase and develop technologies! lóols, 
Therefore, it is important that the people of the 
wnrld recognize that they must selze control of 
technology so that they can in fact control their 


own territories and not in just a dream or 
funtflsy sense. 

Q; Again. as founder and president of the 
Black ram her Party, do you think there is stil! 
a necd for the BPP in Ï977* as there 
you founded the organizalion in 196G? 

HUEY: The need for a Black Panther Party is 
merely to say there is a need for an 
organization to demonatrate the contradictions 
and to put forward ideaa for Solutions to the 
contradictions in a society sueh as our own. 
Unfortunately. in the last 11 years, while there 
has been a Jifting of the consciousness of the 
people. fundamcrnal cbanges have nol 00 
curred. So, the need fqr an OrganuaUon to 
continue to work and to continue to struggle for 
c bange and resolve those coniradictions 
between the employed and the employur. 
bétween the oppressed and the Oppressor* that 
need is obvtously stïll there. □

lt s the firat time Tve ever 
been kicked out severaJ hours 
eorlier/ he said with a amile. 

But even his early departure 
could not stop gries of "Justice 
for Huey' from hammering the 
walls of the county j&ü, as a crowd 
of belweeën 750 to 1.000 cheered 
Huey s release from unjust incar- 
eeration.

Al die early afk*rnoon press 
conference. Huey, repeating his 
innocencc of the folse charges 
lodged against him, ïfnked his 
extraordinarily high buil-- "a 
punishmenf* eis he called it-to 
ongoïng federal governmenl con¬ 
spiraties to destroy and diacredH 
the Black Panther Party generally 
and him specLfically. 

'We know bow the FBI 
óperates," Huey said. "This 
money could have gone to our 
€ linies, to our School. 

"As you ciin notice in the 
Chureh subcommittee of Con- 


gress réports. part of the (FBI, 
CIA| plan was to draw money 
aiviiy from our community pro- 
gnuns, in order to destroy us." 

Explaining Lhal at first his 
lendency was lo stay in jail "on 
prindple ' of nol allowing govern- 
rnent agencies to destroy the 
Party through high bails, Huey 
said that oiher Party leaders 
togethor with his attomeys con- 
vinced him ihm it would be best 
for hoth his legal defense and for

' I was fortunate to walk out of 
jail today/' Huey said, "and I 
love the community for that.

Only thosu businesses thol 
ertgage in interstate commerce 
are covered by the federal 
minimum. 

Nor are state, counly and 
muniripal employees pmtécted 
by minimum wage tagislatkm.

Anolher pool of subminimum- 
wage lalxjr, high School students 
who work part time, will also 
reirtain intact.

strangle him with a wide piece of

The documtiHs given to Marks 
were hoavily edited, apparently 
for security reasons, but they 
showed that even w'hiJo the CIA 
was üptrrjaiing this program it w f as 
conadoijs of its questionable 
nature. 

One 1950 memorandum, on 
fïnding psvehiatrists to conduct 
experiment», noted that one 
applicunCs ‘ ethics might be such 
that he might not care to 
eooperate in certaïn more revolu- 
tlünary phases of our project/" 

Bul it said anolher candidate's 
‘ethics ore such that he would be 
completely cooperalive in any 
phase of our program, re gard loss 
of how revolutionory it may be/' 

A 1963 inspector generales 
report that apparently resulted in 
a program being discontinu ed 
notéd ‘ L the concepts ïnvolved in 
manipulating hLiman behavior are 
found by m*ny people both w ithin 
and oulsïde the agency to be 
distasteful and unetbical/' 

Acrording to Mart/s docu- 
ments and an earlier Senate 
investïgauon, the CIA conducted 
secrel medical expenments from 
1949 through 1963 under the code 
name* BEuebird.

Watson üdmits he confeg&ed, 
but only üfter offieers llireaumed 
to shoot him. cast ra te him. and 
electrocute him if he did not. 
Watson says he w r as told he was 
heing hooked Ui an electric chair 
when officers wirod him to what 
turned out to be a lie detector. 

These questions did not botber 
the prosecutors, whoputallfivem 
jail under $100,000 bond.

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Mean while, elccted offidnl$ in 
New York art» irüle over 

President Carter's refusol to 
decLnre New York u disaster area 
Aft er heavy prosfiure the Carter 
administration fmally announced 
aSl L3 million program of federal 
grams and ban» for New York 
City. 

A quick anulysis of the SI 1.3 
million program shows thai ii will 
crente nnly 2,000 short-term jobs 
in poverty itreas des pi te the faet 
that the widvspread looting was 
directly ticd to Depression-Eevei 
uoemplovmenL. 

While mteLLactunls and sociolo- 
gists pondered over the causes of 
the tooling one Black youih 
simply sUited:

(New York. N.Y.) - Condiüons 
in New York City jaÜf* remuin 
nbominable iwo weeks after mass

Black and poor people behind 
bars, with reports uf at lenst four 
denths occurring in delention 
centers here. 

Over 3,800 arresls occurred 
during the 26-hour blackout, 
and hundreds are still in jail 
awftiling nrraignment or unablo 
to post bnil Prisoners are being 
held 30 or more to n cell in a 
record-brenking. swoltering iOO' 
degree or more heat wave — 
with filth, inadequate medical 
care and hxd cbaractenzing the 
jail conditions.

AU of the prisoners being 
released at the courihousu re- 
marked on how collously jail 
officials had acted toward them, 
ad ding that no effurts werc made 
to alleviflie their condition. 

National nèwspubhcationssuch 
as Ti mi and Newsweek, with 
their racist articles* devoted 
niuch print to ihe so-caüed 1 night 
of terror' (in the WOrds of Mayor 
Abraham Beame! cöused by 
looiers, wiihk little mentiun of the 
horror innocent men and women 
have boen subjected to in the 
city's jalLs. 

While the magazines cone 
mended poiice for their "re- 
s traint," eyowitnesaes told 
BLACK P ANTI IER reporters üf 
merciless beotings meted out to 
prisoners. 

Prisoners ulso told of cops 
opcnly partidpsting in ihe looting 
tbemsolvos, etashing stolen 
gooda in their patrol cars hofore 
laking them home. 

One Je wis h storekeeper, ar¬ 
rested while defending his store, 
developod an immediate under- 
standing of police brutality and 
inhumane jail condilions, and 
sided with the plight of the Black 
and poor imnuteB, offering finan- 
cial help, uccording to one 
prbonor. 
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
